I was 13 or 14 and a skatepark opened next to my 
house, Penn Skate. My dad took me there to check 
it out and was like “You wanna get a bike or some 
skates and come here?” His girlfriend used to take 
me to the skating rink, so they got me a pair of 
roller blades and I started roller blading there. I 
started going there a lot and getting to know the 
dude that works there, and the people that skate 
there. I found out that roller blading was really 
gay. Nobody liked it, and these dudes were always 
telling me “get a skateboard, get a skateboard.” I 
was real young and didn’t know what to do. One 
day my friend stopped roller blading cause it was 
gay and so did I. We both got skateboards. I was 
like that’s it, I gotta fuckin do this shit. I went there 
every fuckin day on a skateboard getting yelled at 
for getting in older dudes way. And I used to push 
mongo. Ray Gurz would throw his board at me 
and tell me to push the right way. ^|g 



First time I got drunk this dude Eric Clark took a 
bottle of vodka and just started chugging it. He’s 
six years older than me and he’s like here, and

and then somehow wound up at my house and 
then I got in trouble. My dad was not down with 
his 13 year old son having puke all over him. But 
that’s what happened, I pretty much just blacked 
the fuck out. 



I had back surgery and shoulder surgery. The 
back surgery was a really crazy, gnarly surgery that 
fucked me up for a while. 



Right when I was starting skating I would have 
like weird pains down my legs. It was really rare, 
just every so often. It was something I thought 
would go away at some point and it didn’t. As I 
got older it was just kinda there. When I got beat 
up or something I’d have this pain down my leg. It 
finally got worse when I moved out to California. 

I fuckin’ couldn’t keep up with everybody. I was 
laying in bed all day, like couldn’t handle the pain. 
After I went to the doctor I found out what it was. 
I always thought it was just from like falling all the 
time, always hurting myself, but I guess it was like 
a birth defect. Some type of scoliosis where the 
bottom of my spine curved, therefore it caused 
the nerves to pinch my 15 fl, the last disc in your 
body before the tailbone. There’s like bone and gel 
in your spine, in the middle of each disc, and there 
was like no gel there I guess. It was like bone on 
bone and that caused everything.

eight months. I couldn’t skate 
do whatever I wanted for a year. I had to 
brace for six months. Almost the only 
thing 1 could do was walk a mile a day. That’s what 
they wanted me to do. That was that, once the 
year was up it was fucking game on. After eight 
months of therapy you start feeling like a warrior, 
you know, you got that mindset like fucking go for 
broke. 


That’s actually the sickest thing about it. It fixed 
me. There’s no pain and 1 can move my body in 
a way I never could like fs carves, fs rock and roll 
anything where my body is backside like that, I 
could never really do. And now 1 can fucking learn 
tricks I’ve never done before. Just on my board it’s 
so much better. It’s crazy how skating is like the 
whole world and I’m learning shit I’ve never done 
before because 1 couldn’t. As for therapy I don’t 
go to therapy anymore, but it’s up to me to stretch 
every day, keep a strong core, just be healthy. If 
I don’t stretch I just get aches and pains in my 
lower back from like being on my feet too long or 
not stretching.
